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DETAILED ACTION 

Application Status 

1 . In response to the previous Office action, a Non-Final rejection (mailed on 
05/28/2009), Applicants filed a response and amendment received on 06/30/2009. 

Said amendment amended Claim 29. Claims 1-19 and 22-28 are canceled. 
Claims 20, 21 and 29 are pending. 

Examiner's amendment to the Claims

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Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 20-21 and 29 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

The instant invention is drawn to human cell strain, SC-01MFP (Accession No. 
FERM BP-10077) or SC-02MFP (Accession No. FERM BP-10078). 

The claimed human cell strains are novel and not obvious because the claimed 
cell lines are random mutant cells which were prepared and isolated by mutating a 
human cell line in the presence of a carcinogens; wherein the mutation resulted in said 
human cell strain such that they are useful as host cells for cloning and expression of a 
gene for production of a protein. In view of the declaration by the applicant, filed on 
3/3/2009, in response to the rejection under 35 USC §102 (see office action mailed on 
1 0/3/2008); it is clear that the claimed mutated cell strains are distinct from the parent 
strains (i.e., before the mutation and selection step).
